II is admitted here that 
Ciurniany liad tlie feehnieal rij»!it to re- 
move Khalid from lier consnhite at Zan- 
ziliar, hut the ostoiitatioua melliods ad- 
opted and tne crowiiii,' tone of tlie Cler- 
man press in eoiineetion therewitl), 
oijunly deularing that llie measure was a 
slaj) in the face for Great iirilain, has 
acted lilie a bellows to the anti-German 
tire Ijiirninf;; in this country. The Spec- 
tator ur};ea the government to immedi- 
ately annex Zanzibar as an answer to 
Germany's unfriendly act. 

AUXILIARY CBOISERS. 

It is stated that the first lord of the 
admiiAlty^ the,.,Hon. George J. Goschen, 
had decided to make a big increase in 

the subiiidiea irranted to private shijipinc; 
concerns on tlie condition that they 
comply with certain ref^uhitions in the 
biiildiii),' and equipment of tlieir mer- 
(■li?.nt steamers, which, in case of emer- 
t^eiu'v, can tlien be used aa tranB])orts or 
auxiliary cruisers. Nine more large ves- 
sels liave already been enlisted for this 
purpose, and in future {greater edicioncy 
in manning and equipping them will be 
required, The sum ivhtch the Admiralty 
will ask for is at least £400,000 coraparecl 
with £100,000 in 1890 and the £240,000 
aeked for lafet year. 

Tiiic (H'Ki'^N AND Till-; roi'i-; 
have exeh:ii!i:ed cordial letters u[)oii the 
occasion of the sixtieth anniversary of 
Her Majesty's reif^n. The l'oj>e alter 
congratulating; her and sending his besl 
wislies, thanked the (^ueen in grateful 
terms for the freedom of worship enjoy- 
ed by Roman Catholics throughout the 
liritish Empire. Tlie reply of Her 
Majesty was most cordial. She declared 
herself-happy to repeat her former as- 
surances of the perfect freedom of the 
Cat|;id^icd within her dominions, and 
addeil'tliatit wMTieF plieSsing duty to 
acknowledge their fidelity and loyalty. 

THE czar's visits. 

An important feature of the British 
comments on the Czar's visit , to Paris 
has been the e(juanimity with which it 
was reirardcd. In fact newspaper opin- 
ion si'iMiis to be favoralile to the visit 
rather than against it. This may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that Cireat 
Britain since her estrangement with 
Germany, has lieen eager to regard the 
Czar's visit and the demonstrations of 
the I'^rench lieojjk' as an oll'set to the 
Dreibtind and as a hiiiniliation to Ger- 
many. Thcmgh it is nol nelievcd thataii 
actually signed tretity with Kussia exiHts, 
people here think that the und'MSlaiul- 
ing which certainly <loe3 exist ia almost 
as efTective as a delinite treaty. It is 
also remarked that the word " alli- 
ance " never left the Czar's lips during 
his stay in France and it was only once 
mentioned on the French side by M. 
liaudin, |)resident of the municipal 
council of Paris, but it is pointed out 
that tliiK>.ar placed nnexpecled warmth 
and emphasis upon his references t-o the

and the newspaper correspondents agree 
in stating that his tone and intonation 
were most significant in his responses to 
the French toasts, in marked difference 
to his colorless, cold speeches in Ger- 
many and Austria. It is evident, too, 
that British rela'.iona have in noway 
grown worse since tlie Czar's visit to 
Balmoral, and even the foreign news- 
papers note t his. 

The J.ioma says that the Dreibund is 
in a iK-irilouK condition if an entente be- 
tween Russia, l'"rance and (ircat JJritam 
is brought about. Remarks like tliis are 
being -quoted in the I'higlish newspapers 
with considerable satisfaction. Jt is ini- 
poasilile to exaugenite the feeling in 
(ireat Brilain against Germany at 
the present m,)ment aroused by 
oll'ensivo articles in the German 
press. One Berlin newspaper made

upon the British army, classing Her 
IVlajeBly's troops as " Drunken soldiers, 
whose greatest victories were won by 
Prussia and l"" ranee," while England is 
declared to be responsible for the Ger- 
mans killed in the Loire by supplying 
the French with money and arms. This 
is fiupplemented by an art'de in the 
Hamburger Nachrichten, which was re- 
produced in the English newspapers. 
The latter replied defiantly, and the 
Globe epitomized' the general opinion 
with the remark : "It Great Britain is 
so unfortunate as to incur the anger of 
Germany, we have no doubt as to the 
result."

The Czar's Movements the All Ab- 
sorbing Topic— Fears as to 
Their Ett'ect. 



ureibiuul and Zweibuud— A Diplo- 
mat's Opinion— German 
Finances. 



Bi-;i£i,i.v, Oct. 10. — The reception of the 
Czar in France during the ])ast week has 
engrossed |)ublic attention in Germany 
to the exclusion of everything else. The 
views expressed on the subject difTer 
greatly. The majority of opinions, how - 
ever, are that it bodes no good to Euro- 
pean peace. - 

A resident diplomat, re])resenting one 
of tlie dreibund powers, in conversation 
with the correspondent of the AsBodat- 
ed Press, dwelt upon the fact that the 
Czar in his speeches carefully avoided 
the word " alliance," but it is thought 
that nevertheless Russia and France 
will henceforth for a time go together. 
He added that the element of insecurity 
was in the fact that the aims of the 
Zweibuud were studiously veiled and 
concealed. If they were purely defen- 
sive, he continued, why should Euroi)e 
be kept in the dark? 

Continuing, the diplomat referred to 
saitl " that in the meantime the Drei- 
bund will continue to strengthen its 
hands by agreements with other friendly 
power is certain, and the double-dealing 
ami ciiiiniiig of Russian diplomacy has 
gained a great triumph, lint it cannot 
t, the Zweibund bei g a disturbing 
eleiiu'iit, wliile Russia rcpiirea peace to 
accomiilish her designs in the East. The 
Dreibund tlierefore will remain, in spite 
of the momentary success of Unssiaii di- 
plomacy, tlie dominant factor in Euro- 
pean politics." 

The Emperor William has been kept 
fully informed of the Czar's doings and 
sayings by special re|)ort to Huberta- 
stock, and it ia reported that His ISIa- 
jesty said to Prince ilohenlobe, " I have 
the fullest confidence in the Czar." This 
conildence, however, is not shared in 
official circles. The ofilcial press has, 
however, been very cautious on this sub- 
ject, but this was not the case with the 
Independent press. 

The Tageblattsays : "If the Zweibund 
pursues the aims of the revanche of the 
patriots of the Parisian boulevarti.s, it 
may easily happen that I'^'ance will have 
to decorate their statues on the Place de 
la Concord with mourning symbols." 

The Centrist Volks Zeituiig remarks : 
'' Russia, in the doulileirame she ia jilay- 
ing between France and Germany, is 
perpetuating a gigantic fraiul." 

The Cologne Gazette says: "It is 
evident the majority of Fzenchmen 
nurse Russian friendshij) only in the 
hope that Russia will help then win 
back Alsace-Loraine." 

The crown council of Wednesday last 
drew up the programme for the coming 
parliament. Bills for the conversion of 
4 per cent. Prussian and Imperial bonds 
will precede the budget, but of the 
savings thereby made IS, 000,000 marks 
will be devoted to increase the salary of 
governnient ollicials, which altogether 
will he increased by 27,000,000 marks. 
The Emperor William was long in doubt 
aa to the wisdom of tlieconveraion of the 
loans in view of the thousands of jjetitionH 
against this policy troin persons in 
straitened circumstances, but His 
Majesty was convinced of the necessity 
of BO doing by Dr. Miquel, the minister 
of finance, antt by the success of the 
Bavarian conversion. 

The ([uestion of using electric traction 
on Prussian railroads was also consider- 
ed and a mass of statistics gone through. 
Eventually it was ^decided to experi- 
ment on small lines next year, when 
overhead currents will be employed. 

The reconciliation of Emiii ror Wil- 
liam and his brother, Prince Henry of 
Prussia, is now effected, and the Prince 
will reside during the ^coming winter at 
the royal castle of Kiel.

Dailmstadt, Oct. 10.— The imperial 
Russian train with the Czar and Czarina 
and their immediate suites, arrived here 
at 9 o'clock this morning. Their Majes- 
ties were met by the Dlical family of 
Hesse, headed by the Grand Duke 
Ernest Hesse, brother of the Czarina 
and husband of I'rincosa N'ictoiia of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. The iin])e- 
rial couple were driven to the new pal- 
ace amid enthusiasm, through jjaily 
decorated streets. When their Majes- 
ties reached the I'rench frontier station 
the jirefect of the department was 
sent to do homage to the Russian tra- 
velers upon the part of the French Lor- 
raine. The railroad station was bril- 
liantly illuminated and decorated with 
French and Russian flags. On crossing 
the Frencli frontier into German terri- 
tory a couple of German engineers were 
attached to the imperial train and the 
journey to Darmstadt was resumed. The 
Czar looked somewhat fatigued on hia 
arrival here, but was in good spirits and 
apparently pleased with his visit to 
France. The Czarina was as sniilinglv 
happy as ever anil received the greeting's 
of her relatives with tears in her eyes. 

Previous to crosaing the frontier tlie 
Czar sent a dispatch to President l-'anre. 
" I'agny-sur-IMosello, Get. 9, II -Ah: At 
the moment of crossing the frontier I 
desire again to express, Monsieur Le 
President, how much the iMiipress and 
I are touched with the warm welcome of 
Paris. We have felt the beating heart 
of this kind-hearted France in its beauti- 
ful capital, and the memory of these 
days passed among you remains deeply 
graven in our hearts. I beg you, Mr. 
President, to kindly communicate our 
sentinienta to the whole of France." 

At about the same time President 
Faure telegrajjlied as follows to the 
Czar: "At the moment your Majesty 
ipiits I' raiice I desire to ofl'er you a fresh 
ex|)ression of joy caused by your visit. 
The well wishes of the French Republic 
accompany your iMajesties to tlie thres- 
hold of your empire and will last 
throughout your reigii." 

The Grand Duke of Hesse has ap- 
pointed the Czar honorary Colonel of 
the 24th Dragoons regiment.

" The Liberals Will Ifever Again Be 
Led by a Peer "—Press 
Comments. 



London, Oct. 10. — Lord Kosebery'a 
speech at Edinburgh last night, giving 
his reasons for resigning the Liberal 
leadership was eagerly awaited, but 
proved a disappointment, sometliing 
miicli more delinite luvvins; been expect 
ed Croiii liiiii. 

Darinpr its course His Loidahip said 
"I attach no value, stragetic or 
otherwise, to the retention of Cy- 
prus. But to whom should we give 
the ishiiid? Its proper legal possesaor, 
the Sultan? But I do not envy any gov- 
ernment attemnting to give an inch of 
territory to the Sultan. With that 
reservation, however, I should reganl 
the abandonment of Cyprus aa a 
cheap price to pay to secure the 
concert of l^iuoi)e on this qiieation 
1 cannot agree with iMr. Ghulstone that 
tlie puHsiliility of war is a jjhaiitasni. 
3\Iy Icuowledge to a very recent time wan 
tliat a fixed and resolute agreement 
existed Ijetween all or nearly all the 
powerH to forcibly rcHist any t-inglo 
liantleil intervention by iMighuui in 
liaatern all'airs. 1 earneatly protest 
against a policy involving the horrors of 
a European war preceded as this cer 
tainly would be by the extermination of 
the very Armenians on whoso behalf it 
would be waged." 

The S))eaker concluded with a few 
-words of |jersonal explanation. He 
denied that it was newspaper attac^ks 
which had actuated him in resigning the 
leadership of the Liberals. Unless his 
retirement should produce unity, Lord 
Roaebery said the sioriQce would Imve 
l)een made in vain. He advised them that 
whoever was choaen leader they would 
support him loyally, for a united party 
beliind an inferior leailer was better tliiiii 
a disunited |)arty beliind the best leader. 
Jle thanked his colleagues for their kind- 
ness and Mr. Gladstone, who innocently 
gave him his cou|) de grace. He predicced 
that Mr. As(]uilh's qualities of head and 
heart would lead liim to the highest 
ollice in the state. The sjieech was 
often interrupted by exclamations, indi- 
cating the conlidence and the desire of 
the andience tliat Lord Rosebery aho ild 
retain the leadership. When he sat down 
the entire audience rose and cheered. 

Tlie morning papers describe the de- 
liverance as but a feeling exposition of 
commonplace views on the Eastern 
question and revealed practically no 
more than the letter of resignation it- 
self as to what led him to lay down the 
leadership of the party- — the only actual 
news tliat bis resignation has been in 
the hands of liia colleagues since the 
general election. The chief interest in 
the ex-premier's utterance centred 
beforehand in the attitude he would as- 
sunio on the Jiastern (jaestion. It turns 
out after all that he dill'ers in no essen- 
tial way witfi .Sir Vernon Harcourt 
and Mr. Gladatone. He deprecates 
isolated action; ao do they; he holds 
Armenia not worth a European war ; ao 
do they; he suggests making political 
advances to Russia, so at least does Sir 
Vernon. Altogether, the speech neither 
justified his action in reaiKniag, nor is it 
likely to aiTect the Turkish situation in 
the slightest d 'gree. 

The .Star remarks: " Lord Rosebery'a 
fall waa dramatic aiui tragic. The hand 
which raised him up i)ulled him down. 
One result of Lord Rosebery's reign is, 
it may be said, that the Libe-als will 
never again bo led liy a peer." 

T. P. O'Connor in tlu; Sun says: "The 
trutli is Lord Rosebery never had a 
chance, lie made many mistakes, and 
his language on the Irish (piestion was 
especially Hubjeet to grave diaapproval. 
But all the same, he did not get a 
chani;e. Tne situation is grave. If 
■Gladstone'd return is impossible, if 
popular opinion will not form tor Lord 
Eosebery'a return, the choice must lie 
between Harcourt and Morley. My pre- 
ference is for Morley, as he ia more in- 
timately associated with home rule." 

Among the Dillonites there ia ijcmeral 
resentment at tlie fact of Lord It i-ebery 
having resigned the leailerslii]) of the 
i.iberal party without consulting them. 
The fniiependeiU says he did so without 
thoii'.rht for home rule, and adds: "if 
Sir William Harcourt succeeds liini, the 
ci.Midition of Irish allaira will worse 
than ever. Harcourt can never be 
trusted by any Irishmen." 

The Midland Foderalioii have ealb'd a 
meeting for the purpose of otleringthe 
leadership of the Liberal party to Mr. 
Gladatone, and in the event of the re- 
fusal of the ex-premier to resume the 
leadership to reaffirm thoirconfidenee in 
his leadership. The varying opinions 
expressed by tlie press and the gossip 
and argument in the clubs show the ex- 
istence of a wide drift in the Liberal 
party. A majority of the party desire 
the leadership of Sir Win. Harcourt, hnt 
others, incdudiiig S|)iiiu;o Watstiii, ))re- 
sident of tlie National Jjiheral Assoiiia- 
tion, and a niimberof the Scotch Liberal 
members of ])arliamont, declare that 
Lord Rosebery has not been fairly 
treated. 

From a reliable source it is learned 
that Russia, England and l-'rance prac- 
tically have agreed to take concerted 
action in regard to the entire lOastern 
ijuestion, but the precise details have not 
yet been arranged.

DR. CAMERON'S CASE. 

The Criminal Libel Law Should Be Looked 
Into to Prevent ibe Exercise ol' 
Private Malice. 

(Prom tUc Ottftwa Evening Journal.) 
Of the merits of the prosecution of Dr. 

Cameron of Granite Creek for criiuiiinl 
libel by Mr. W. N. Hogg, The .lournal 
does not profess to be competent to deal. 
So fAr, The Journal has heard only Cf- 
Cameron's story; and it is a wis'e siiying 
that there are two sides to every case. 
But of the merits of one feature of the 
case, every man of ordinary intelligeiieo 
ia able to judge, namely of the arrest of 
a respectable man in British Columbia 
upon the strength of mere allegations of 
another man in Montreal. 

Ur, Cameron says that he waited in 
Ottawa for some lime last August to give 
Mr. Hogg an opportunity to arrest him 
here as Mr. Hogg had threatened. No ar- 
rest was made; Dr. Cameron returned 
home to liritish Coliuiibia, and there 
waa raketl out of his bed by an otlicer of 
the law before six o'clock in the morn- 
ing, ]>nictically at the point of a revol- 
ver, and taken East on a journey <d 
I), 000 miles without an liour's notice, 
without oiiportunity to consult a lawyer 
or make any arrangonients to i-leieiid 
hiinaelt or put his affairs in order before 
a prolonged absence. Even if Dr. Cam- 
eron had had an opportunity to consul i 
a lawyer, he did not know that tlial 
would have probably resulted in a 
slay of ])roceeding8, through a writ of 
liiibe.-is corpus; and there should not ex- 
ist such a condition of the law as will bo 
lieniiit injustice to citizens merely be- 
cause they know notliiiig of legal 
method?. 

Of course the warrant for Pr. Camer- 
on's arrest, issued by Magistrate- Dugaa 
in IMontreal. had to be endorsed by a 
British Coltinibia magistrate, and was 
Eo endorsed ui ^'aIlcouver. That was 
luinilreds of miles from (iranito Creek. 
If the Vancouver or other British Col- 
umbia magistrates liad refused, to en- 
dorse the warrant it could not legally 
liave been executed, and some inuy argue 
that this fact in a measure checks iujns- 
cice I hut all who recall the rows that 
have been raised wlien magistrates have 
refused to endorse warrants issued in a 
sister province know that no magistrate 
will refuse to endorse unless absolutely 
sure of his ground for declining — and 
how could a Vancouver magistrate feel 
that way about a case at Granite Cieek, 
liundredauf miles distant? 

The department of justice sliouUl look 
into the law of criminal libel with a view 
to preventing the law being available for 
tlie exercise of private malice, aa it ia 
])laii; from the Cameron case it can he. 
JOveii if Dr. Cameron ia guilty of all that 
ia alle(;ed by his prosecutors, it is no e^;- 
cuae for the manner of his arrest. 1 1 be 
is not guilty, it ia a most atrociDUS tiling 
that a man who is |ironerly trying to de- 
fend his own rights and those of brother 
shareholders, as well aa the good name 
of his country, should be subjected in 
the name of the law to a villainous in- 
justice.

The fact that subaidioa to railways are 
aever placed in the estimates does not 
prevent the Province from insisting that, 

since the $:i,'200 a mile for 12.5 miles of 
r:iilwiiy from the K. & X. Coaiox exten- 
sion up I5ute Inlet did not appear in the 
estimates drawn up by the Tujiper Gov- 
ernment, Col. Prior said what was not 
true when he asserted that the 
late Government liad agreed to sub- 
sidize the railway to tliat extent. 
To maintain its position it quotea 
n statement made, not by Cid. 
l'ri(jr, but by Mr. I), li. in a letter 

to tlie Times. Mr. Ker wrote wliat lie 
believed to be the trath, and what was 
substantially true. In uainp the word 
" estimates " he made a very natural 
mistake, for it is safe to say that ninety- 
nine people out of a hundred believe 
that all appropriations, no mutter for 
what purpose, are brou^bt before the 
House of Commons in the estimates. 
This is evidently the impression of the 
editor of the ll'rovince himself, and it is 
not to be supposed that Mr. Ker knows 
more about money grants and parlia- 
mentary usages than the erudite editor 
of the Grit Weekly. 

It ia to be observed that the word 
"estimates" does not appear in one of 
Col. Prior's utterances on the subject at 
the [lolitical meetings. Wliat he said 
was that the Government^had " agreed " 
to oive the subsidy and that it would be 
brought down to Parliament with the 
other subsidies. Tlie Smart Alecs of 
the Times and Province immediately 
jinnjied to the conclusion that if what 
Mr. Prior said was true the subsidy of 
^11,200 a mile for 125 miles would appear 
in the estimates, and when they were 
not found where tliey could not be the 
.silly boys raised a shout of triumph and 
accused Col. Prior of telling a " cleliber- 
ate lie,'' wliicb accusation the Province 
in uflect repeats in a very oU'enaive way 
in its last issue. J-lut Col. Prior told the 
simple truth, and we would not be at all 
surprised to learn that tiie editors of the 
Grit daily and the Grit weelily are as 
fully convinced of that as we are.

TEE POLICY OF PATIENCE. 

The indignation against the Sultan in 
England baa not subsided. The people 
are horrified at the atrocities that have 
been committed by his orders. They 
are, iiowever, beginning to see that it 
would not be wise in Great JJritain to 
attack the Saltan sinf^le-handed. By 
taking such a course they would not, in 
all probability, be able to ameliorate 
the condition' of the unhappy Arme 
nians, while they might, and most prob- 
ably would, do great injury to them 
selves. 

It is too much to say tliat the Sultan 
has made friends among the i'owera of 
Europe. None of them like I'.iiii and 
none of them approve of his methotls. 
But they are extremely jealous of eacii 
other. They do not give the British 
nation credit for disinterestedness in de- 
siring to snatch the Armenians out of 
the hands of the cruel Turk. They be- 
lieve that there ia some sinister design 
behind their display of Bynipathy for 
the Armenians. Consequently, if Great 
Britain without the consent of the other 
great Powers, some of them, perhaps all 
of tliom, would turn against her, not be- 
cause they love the Turk, but because 
they ai'e iletermined that Oireat llritain 
shall not increase her strength or add 
to her territory in the East. When l^ord 
Salisbury a few weeks ago showed a dis- 
position to take the disciplining of Turkey 
into his own hands he had intimations 
from many quarters that if he did so 
Turkey would not be the only enemy he 
would have to encounter. This caused 
iiim to pause. 

The Times, which is a power in the 
land, deprecated rashness and counselled 
moderation. 

"We have no ofTicial expression," it 
said, '• since the ])n'sent agitatimi coiii- 
menced, of tiie view^iol Lord Salisbury's 
Cabinet. But we know, and all iMirope 
knowH, whattluir^uviewaare. They shuw, 
to employ the lunguatre of the rcinnrkahh.' 
letter' from Lord Hugh Cecil ' in the 
generous indigiuitiou that baa Ikmmi 
aroused by the atrocities )ierperrat','(l 
under the infamous government of the 
Sultan ' in all lOnglish liearts."

condition of the Armenians'.' . . . The 
tiest hoiie for the ArincninnH — nlinost the 
Hole hope short of a British victory over 
the united forcea oi sevtrilof the Great 
Powers— lies, aa Lord Hugh Cecil 
oliserve.", in the conversion of the 
other nations to the views of the intol- 
erable iniquity of Turkish rule.

ABOUT DRINKING WATER. 

It ia pretty generally known now that 
thoreare in water millions upon millions 
of living organisms which are invisible to 
the naked eye. Some of these living 
things are the cause of disease and some 
are iiarnileas. It is of the utmost im- 
portance that those who are entrusted 
with the preservation of the health of 
the inhabitants of a city should know the 
state of tlie water which the people are 
obliged to consume. Its condition as to 
the bacteria it contains ditl'ers at differ- 
ent times and under changed circum- 
stances. The Engineering Record, pub- 
lished in f.ondon and New '^'orU, of the 
(lib inst., contains an article on the san- 
itation of public water suopliesi in which 
we find the following observations: 

The ])ractical conclusion to be 
reached from this view of the 
matter is that continuously fre- 
([uent bacterial examinations con- 
stitute one imiiorlant means for the 
determination of the quality or con- 
dition of any potable water, and no nui- 
iiicipalit^y can be considered as having 
taken proper precautions for the protec- 
tion of its citizens againet'water pollu- 
tion unless it has made provision for a 
practically continuous bacterial record. 
It is obvious tliat the mere presence of 
bacteria in abnormally largb numbers 
does not in itself prove the water to be a 
carrier of disease, since none of the bac- 
teria may be pathogenic, but such a 
condition does show a strong jirob- 
ability of pollution, and where 
there ia pollution there ia or may 
be great danger of the iiitroductiuii in 
water of tlie bacilli of " water-borne dis- 
eases." It is well known that bacteria 
are usually, and jierhaps always, muidi 
more abundant in winter than in sum- 
mer, while some diseases conveyed in 
water frequently exhibit greater activ- 
ity in late summer or autumn, and the 
explanation o: tlie matter lies in the ob- 
servation just made. Winter freshets, 
like other freshets, excejit in greater 
minibers, wiish relatively largo c|uanti- 
ties of (.)rg.uiic matter of all kinds into 
the water supiily and so accnuiit lor the 
abunilance of bacteria, but diseases will 
jirevail most actively when the patho- 
genic bacteria are onl v ii.o?t plentiful, 
and that maximum is freciiienlly not co- 
incident with the other. 

Cities like Brooklyn, (Victoria), there- 
fore, consuming water of doubtful char- 
acter should not neglect the warning 
that may lie revealed by its bacterial 
record, nor that given by chemical or 
other examination. If the iiuinlier of 
bacteria is abnormally high there should 
bo no time lost in removing the condi 
tions that make it so. In such a case 
there isBome positive pollution of some 
kind which it ia jjracticable to remedy, 
and delay in comoleting the remedy ia 
an actual invit-.ition for tlie entrance into 
the water of diaeiise iiernis, as experi 
ence has fuiiy demonstrated by the re 
suiting deatli rates.

The Oriental excluinge'a received by 
tiie steauiahi|) Tacoinu yestunlay iiioiTi- 
inj; lievote coiisiiierablo apni;e to tlie de 
tails of the terrible floods which recent- 
ly have laid waste unfortunate Japan 
A lato dispatch to the Asahi reports that 
the water in Ogaki reached as high as 
the house tops and 100,000 ])eoplo are in 
need of assistance. Only two districts, 
Hida and Kna, in (lifu Prufecturo, es- 
caped fioni the lloodiiijr; all tlie other 
districts are devastated. The estimated 
number of suhnieryed houses is about 
00,000, nearly doal)le tlioso submerged 
in July last. In Aichi Prefecture, the 
flooded water in several districts formed 
a vast lake and all communication is car- 
ried on by boats. Several districts in 
Tochigi Prefecture are in a similar con- 
dition. 

Tlie Sniiiidairawa oveiilowed early in 
the niornint; ot llu; 1 llh of Seploiii licr at 
Arakawa, Kitatusliuiia dislrii't, and 'A',) 
iioUHUH vvi:re siiijiuerijt'd. .Six slreuta in 
Fukai^awa, seven in lloiijo, ^(n'en in 
Asaknsa and two in .Shitiiya were llooiled, 
ami many liouses HuliiiieiKed. 

The (lania;4e by tluoditiH and by the 
typlioon in Kyoto, aiMordii)};; to latest 
reports, itonsists of "JS deaths, 71 persoiiH 
injured, l,lo2 houses carried away, l,7l.'l 
houses wholly wrecked, 1,7;)0 jiartly ile- 
stroyed ati<l Il.ti'JL' houses subniei|:ed. 
In NaKoyii there wi!re 20 deaths, 10 jier- 
Bons injured, 1,798 houses wrecked, ItlS 
carried away and 63,556 houses sub- 
merged. The damage by the floods in 
Kofu is estimated at one million yen. In 
Ghiba 41 houses were carrieil away, 
37,414 houses submerged and 13,517 j)er- 
sons are in need of assistance. 

On the night of September 15 the 
Nakagawa overflowed at Mutsugi, after 
destroyinji all the temporary euibank- 
inerits built by the police and the in- 
liabitants along the river for tlie j>reven- 
tiou of floodin'^ and subuierginir all the 
neighboring villages. Many houses 
were tiubiiierged. Jii the ease of about 
■100 lionscs the water reached above the 
house tloDi s. The river continues rising 
and live steam launches and forty boats 
of the Tokyo wator police are alloat on 
the stream to prevent further casualty. 
The quarantine hospital at jNIatsushiro- 
cho, Uonjo, is also submerged and the 
water is a foot above the flooi . So far 
no casualty is reported, but all the other 
rivers are considerably swollen and fears 
are entertained for the safety of the 
houses along their banks. % 

The Japan Advertiser says: We learn 
from the Jiji that while some localities 
snstaineil great damage to the rice crop, 
other districts rejiort unusual abund- 
ance, so that taking one with tlie other 
the total riee cro[) of this year will show 
about 5 or 10 per cent, decrease on aver- 
age fair crops. Kstimatiiig the average 
fair crop at -10, 000,000 koku and the de- 
crease at 111 per cent., this vear'a rice 
harvest will amount to llG.dUO.OOO koku. 
As to silk-worms, at least 20 percent, of 
a decrease will he experiiuiceil. The 
cotton crop will, it is eatimuted, show a 
falling off of 60 per cent.

Nkw VoiiK, Oct. 10.— Bradstreet'a re- 
view says that general trade at Toronto 
is without feature excejit that colder 
weather has exercised a slight inlluenee 
in stiuHilating the demand lorseasonable 
goods. Orders for dry goods are received 
with ureat freiiuency by Montreal job- 
bers, but the amounts involved are 
smaller. September's total volume of 
general trade is less than that 
o'f a year ago. The ilry goods 
trade at Halifax is somewhat improved 
and heavy exports of apples from the 
jirovince continue. Prince Edward 
Island farmers are satisfied with the 
crops, and while the Newfoundland- 
Labrador lishery is a failui-e the shore 
fishery is sai<l to have been unusually 
good. The bank cleariu^s at W'innifieL', 
Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and Hali- 
fax aminint to :fl31, 1-15, 000, an increaseoi 
about 1() Jier cent, as compared with last 
week, but- a decline of about jier (Uint. 
us comjiared with the (•urreapoiiding 
week of a year ago. There are .'17 busi- 
ness failures reported from the Canadian 
Dominion this week, baslweidi ihe total 
was 23, one year ago it was 51 and two 
years ago 37. 

Colder jiveather continued in the 
UnTted" States. The heavy receijita of 
cotton and wheat and other inflj^'ences 
have stimulated the demand fov staple 
goods at various points, but tho/volnme 
of trade remains moderate /without 
material (diange from a week '/go. The 
tendency at some <'entrtn is to a Kiiialler 
volume ol trade, but- the g(MH'ral oiillonk 
is for an improved demand :u'ter the 
election. Interior merchants adhere to 
the liaiid-to-nioulh (lolicyof buying, ami 
wholesale inerehants are inclined to ex- 
aniine closely into credits. Ivxcejit in 
thewdieatand cotton regions, _ mercan- 
tile collections conlinne unsatisfactory. 
The^ Pacilic coast reports in- 
•creased activity in wheat, the 
noteworthy feature being a cargo of 
wheat exported to India. The total 
exports of wheat from both coasts of the 
U.S., and trom Montreal, flour included, 
continue to attract attention in view of 
the short sujiplies in Russia, India, Ar- 
gentina and Australia. The domestic 
wheat crop is more likely to approximate 
'300,000,000 bushels this year than only 
100,000,000, the tiei-eral inlerpretal ion of 
the govenuiient wheal crop reports. 
\Vitli the ))ros]5ectB favoi'ing an exceii- 
tionally hii-uo demand for wheat for 
export within the next few montlis a 
larirer snj'ply than heretofore as report- 
ed is like! v to prov;-; fortunate. The to- 
tal export's of wdieat this week aniouui 
to •1,050,77:3 bushels agaihst •1,'J15,000 
bushels last week. 



I London, Oct. 10. — The recent gale has 
been felt severely in the Clyde. The 
river boats on the Firtii of Clyde were 
often unable to get to their piers 
owing to the high wind and heavy seas. 
Two sail boats were sunk at Dunoon to- 
day. A large unknown ship was lost off 
Skonier island and all on lioard of her 
perished . 

The White Star line steamer Germanic 
from New Vork arrived at Liverpool yes- 
terday. She reports that her boatswain 

was lost overboard.

For 
this reason the authorities are using 
every effort to ascertain if Ivory pur- 
chased glycerine or acids.

Troublo Said to Have Been Caused 
' Almost Wholly by Bad Work- 
manship. 



Another sitting of the committee of 
inquiry into the North Ward school 
huildini: all'.iir waa held laat evening, 
but after a three-hour session the taking 
of testimony was still unfinished, and 
the committee are to meet again next 
Saturday evening at 7:45. Then Mr. 
Bayne will be examined concerning the 
opinion from him filed byMr. Soule; 
and the school trustees will he called 
upon for the closing testimony. Of the 
committee there were i)resent last even- 
ing Aid. Marchar.t, presiding, and Aid. 
Macmillan, .-Vld. \\',lliams being absent. 
T'he chairman 'opened the ]iruceeiiinga 
with the leatling question, "Jt ia as- 
serted, Mr. Soule, that the style of. roof 
you )>ut in is of a defeittive ebaracter — 
what have you got to say to that'.' " 

Jlr. Soule in re)ily said be altogether 
denied this, and in suoport of his con- 
tention he would put in professional 
opinion in the shape of the followiuL' 
letter, which he read :

At (he reqiier-l of the architects of tin 
North Want scliool building 1 have ex 
aniiiied the upjier or assembly room, fii 
my iirofessional opinion this portion of 
the building is not only perfectly safe 
but in design leaves but little construct 
ively that could be improved, and shows 
nothing that could be construed into i 
condition of danger, immediate or pros 
pective. 

In my opinion nothing of reconstruc- 
tion or strengthening to meet a fancietl 
misconstruction in design is reqnirei 
That movements of parts (due to shrink- 
age of material, and in a slight extent to 
sagiring of timber, due again to parts 
ami joists " coming home " aa they have 
felt their load) have occurred, there is 
indu-alioii tliroughout, but these I think 
look place when the work was green 
and during construction. 

The defects in the rolled joists are in 
my opinion the inherent accompaniment 
iu long rolled joists; arising from un- 
equal shrinking and in great measure 
are also due to rough handling and the 
mere act of bolting together. In this 
case they are not in my opinion the re- 
ault of deficient design nor do they 
arise from weakness or failure of parts 
or of the whole. Proof that the roof ia 
amply stiff and braced is evinced by the 
practical perfectness of the plaster work 
— the first material to show structural 
damage.

Mr. Soule then re.ui a atatcment of his 
position, reviewing the proceedings in 
connection with the construction of the 
school. In this he pointed ouL that tiie 
board had aiipointed as clerk of Nvorks a 
man of whoae capabilities he knew noth- 
ing, and subsequently accented, from 
him, without the knowledge of the arch- 
itect, a reportupon proposed strengthen- 
ing of the building. Then in the matter 
of the boiler, it had been accepted by 
the board after he had refused it, though 
under the contract his decision should 
have been final, and liia authority with 
the contractors was thus deatroyeil. Aa 
to the deflection iu the steel 
girders, reported by Mr. Wilson, 
he read from Carnegie'a book to 
show that under the safe weight these 
girders by ai'tual test would deflect an 
inch and a hall, whereas the dellection 
reported in Ibis case was but live-eighths 
of an inch, by the observation of Messrs. 
Wilson aud Xorthcott, against whose 
opinion he wished to place the state- 
ment of the Carnegies, the makers of the 
girders. The mam point, he added, 
that he wished to make was that by the 
boiler incident the trustees showed the 
contractors that their influence was 
greater than the architect's authority. 
As to the defects in the stairs, he tbougfit 
the' departures from the siiecilicatious 
siiould have been noticed by tlio clerk 
of the works, especially aa the clerk 
claimed stair building aa his specialty, 
Aa architect bo did not consider it his 
duty to look after such details. 

The school board's minute book hav- 
ing been relerreil to, Mr. Belyea jiointed 
out that the decision in tlie matter of the 
boiler wna not made until .-\pril 1(>. The 
building was then practically coni|)leteil, 
the clerk of works liavini; left on the 
Mth, so that — Mr. Belyea pointed out — 
there did not appear to be "much in Mr. 
Soule's contention that this boiler inci- 
dent weakened his authority with the 
contractors. 

Mr. J. 0. M. Keith, architect, was 
next called, at the instance of Mr. Soule. 
He said that after an examination of the 
plans he did not think the roof could 
possiiily have gone do'.vii any further. 
It is usual to tighten up thi! prin(;i"als 
of a roof while the lumber is drying — 
whicli would be going cm for a coujile of 
Hi his opinion the design of the 



roof is good, and if carried out properly 
the roof should have been sutlicieiit for 
all_ purposes. He could not say any- 
thing about the workiiiansbiji, not bay- 
ing examined it. Having visited the 
building and read the evidence in the 
newspaiiers, he attributed the trouble to 
the work not havinir been looked after by 
the clerk of the works as it should have 
been. In answer to Mr. Wilson the 
witness pointed out on the plana bow he 
would have commenced to tigiuen up 
the roof as suggested, but Mr. Wilson 
showed that this idea could not be car- 
ried out, as the i|Heeii post was so light 
that a wedge could not possibly be driven 
in. Mr. Keith said he waa not aware of 
that, not having been u)i to the higher 
portion of the roof, but he still did not 
think lliat the troublo waa the fault of 
the design. To Mr. Belyea witneaa said 
;uiy side dellection in tlie girders would 
considerably weaken tlieiii. 

IMr. A. M. Muir, architect, said that 
during the holidays he had examined 
the roof at the recjucat of Trustee Mc- 
Jlicking. He thought as far as he could 
see from a general examination that the 
roof was perfectly safe. He had noticed 
the bulging of the wall o year before, 
when he had been doing some work 
there, but did not consider it dangerous. 
He still considered that there was no 
cause for alarm about the roof, as he 
I thought all the giving possible had al-
